on January 31,2077,the 911 Emergency Response Advisory Committee approved
renewal of reimbursement to the City of Reno, for the salaries and benefits of (1.5)
Geographic Information Systems (GIS) positions with Emergency 911 firnds to support
region-wide E911 GIS mapping services to the Pubtic Safety Aaswering Points (PSAPS)
in an amount not to exceed [$164,021] for Fiscal Year 2017-2018. The 911 Emergency
Response Advisory Committee recommends that the Board of County Commissioners
approve the use of Emergency 911 funds to support salary reimbursement for the city of
Reno as described.

Washoe County Strategic Objective supported by this item: Safe, Secure and Healthy
Communities.

PREYIOUS ACTION

Previous Board of County Commissioners'approvals to fund Reno GIS personnel to
support Emergency 911 services have ranged between 1.5 and 3 Reno GIS positions and
span back several fiscal years.

The five most recent Board of County Commissioners' approvals were:
Fiscal Year2016-2017 (1.5) Reno GIS Positions [$164,02I].
Fiscal Year 2015-2016 (1.5) Reno GIS Positions [$147,163].
Fiscal Year2074-2015 (1.5) Reno GIS Positions l$147,1631.
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Fiscal Year 2013-20t4 (1.5) Reno GIS Positions [$139,410].
Fiscal Yew2012-2013 (1.5) Reno GIS Positions [$139,410].

BACKGROTJND

In December,1995, the Board of County Commissioners established a telephone line
surcharge be imposed for the enhancement of 911 telephone service. At the same time, a
911 Emergency Response Advisory Commiuee was created to develop a plan for the
enhancement of the County 911 system and to recommend the expenditures of money
collected through the surcharge.

The E911 GIS Data (digital road maps) maintained by the City of Reno is used by
various public safety agencies for emergency dispatch. The road (refened to as a
centerline, meaning 'center of pavement') data used by the E9l1 agencies is consistently
in a state of flux due to community growth and needs to be maintained in terms of spatial
location (X-Y and recently Z coordrnate) sheet naming and address ranges.

Additionally, information such as Emergency ServiceNumber (SNC) Zones,Policeffire
and EMD jwisdictions, municipal and county boundaries are also maintained to ensure
the depth of information or "intelligence" that is required for E911 emergency dispatch is
maintained.

E911 data is not reliable if it is outdated and does not reflect road/address changes or new
development within the community. Cunently, (1.5) City of Reno GIS positions are used
to update, correct and verify street and address information and ensure positional
accuracy of call phone emergency calls.

This use of Emergency 911 surcharge firnds, complies withNRS 244A.7645 (3) (a) (Z)
